County, Iowa, and the Acts of the Town Council of the Town ---­
of Bloomfield, said County and State, in conveying certain 
Land to J. W. Ellis, W. J. L~w, and J. R. Sheaffer, as Trustees. 

WHEREAS, On the fifth day of January, 1870, pursuant Preamble. 

to previous resolutions of Lthe] board of supervisors of 
Davis oounty, Iowa, C. W. Hurless, president, and Wm. 
Van Benthusen, olerk, of said board, did deed to J. W. 
Ellis, W. J. Law, and J. R. Sheaffer, a oertain paroel of 
land known as the "publio square," in Bloomfield, Iowa, 
being blook number 25, in the original town-plat of the 
town of Bloomfield, Davis oounty, Iowa. in trust for cer-
tain purposes named in said deed and resolution; and 

WHEREAS, The town council of the town of Bloomfield, 
in Davis county, Iowa, by deed and ordinance duly exe­
